Report of the Public Library. 


As the various library expenditures are to be found in 
the financial report of the selectmen, it is deemed unneces- 
sary to repeat them again, but simply to state that of the 
balance, $157.95, unexpended, there are bills amounting to 
$51.57, which were not received in season for the annual 
report, that will leave $106.38, which would have been 
used for the purchase of new books had it not been for the 
fire of January 6, which made so much confusion and extra 
labor for the librarian and assistants that there seemed to 
be no opportunity for selecting the usual mid-winter list, 
though 30 volumes were added the latter part of last 
month and a larger list will be forthcoming at the begin- 
ning of the year. There is likewise the sum of $4.34 in 
the hands of the librarian, accruing from fines, sale of cat- 
alogues, etc. The books added to the library during the 
past year in the various departments are as follows: Fic- 
tion, 31; juvenile, 17; literature, which includes prose, 
poetry and the drama, 10; biography, 12; history, 13; 
travel, 7; arts, 9; sciences, 7; agriculture, 11; philosophy, 
3; books of reference, 4; general works, 9; a total of 133 
volumes. The whole number of books and magazines 
issued during the year is 16,013; the largest number issued 
in a single month, 2,959; in any one Saturday, 371; in any 
one Wednesday, 197. By turning to the annual report of 
last year it will be observed that the number of books taken 
from the library by patrons in 1898-99 is nearly doubled, 
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and more than doubled in a single month—a very convinc- 
ing proof that its sphere of usefulness is rapidly broaden- 

ing and reaching all the families in town. 
' If any persons doubt the hold that the public library has 
upon the hearts of the people of the town, they should 
have seen the zeal and enthusiasm that animated citizens 
on the night of the fire. Men and women alike rushed to 
the rescue of the contents of the library room, and by their 
well-directed efforts nearly five thousand volumes were 
carried to a place of safety in the short space of twenty-five 
minutes. And just here it is proper to return thanks to 
the Worden Company, who threw open open their spacious 
hardware rooms for the reception of the books; to Walter 
C. Todd for the use of an unoccupied tenement for stor- 
age; and to the Main Street Baptist Society for its gener- 
ous offer of the church vestry for a temporary library and 
reading room. Fortunately, convenient rooms were 
obtained in the old ‘‘ Record” office in Fisk’s block for 
both library and reading room, which will be available 
until the town provides permanent quarters in a new hall. 

The total amount of insurance on the books and library 
fixtures was $2,500. The insurance companies allowed 
the full amount, $300, on the fixtures, and $400 for dam- 
age and loss of books. If, as is generally understood, the 
sum obtained as insurance on the town hall is to be 
reserved for the purpose of assisting in rebuilding the 
same, the library committee suggest that the library insur- 
ance be in like manner reserved for use in fitting up a new 
library room when the edifice is completed. In the course 
of arranging the books in the temporary library room it is 
found that 107 volumes are missing, 500 volumes need to 
be rebound, and 130 duplicated. This will make the 
expenses of the library unusually heavy the coming year, 
so that it will be impossible to conduct it successfully with 
a smaller appropriation than in years past. 

As the years go by it comes to be better understood that 
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a public library, free to all the inhabitants of a town, is 
indirectly a potent means of education. There is a world 
of truth in the words of John Cotton Dana, librarian of 
the Springfield (Mass.) Public Library, who says: ‘‘ That 
the public library is a part of the educational system 
should never be lost sight of. . . . . To the great 
mass of people it comes as their first and only educational 
opportunity. The largest part of every man’s education is 
that which he gives himself. It is for this individual, 
self-administered education that the public library fur- 
nishes the opportunity and the means. ‘The schools start 
education in childhood; libraries carry it on.”

Reading Room Report. 


The expenditures for the year have been $127.53, 
leaving a balance of $22.47. It is doubtful if the town 
receives so large a return from an equal sum expended in 
any other channel. 

A good number of public-spirited persons give, each 
month, an evening to its oversight, an aggregate of over 
one hundred days, and this does not represent the total 
amount of labor involved, all of which is gratuitous. 

It is this public spirit which makes possible in this 
community an institution which would otherwise require 
an annual expenditure of not less than five hundred 
dollars. It has been said that the free reading room con- 
nected with most of our public libraries, if it be rightly 
conducted, is a powerful agent for counteracting the at- 
tractions of less wholesome and low resorts. Especially 
useful is it to those boys and young men who have a 
dormant fondness for reading and culture but lack home 
and school opportunities. It is, like the public library, a 
means for elevating and refining*the taste, for giving 
greater efficiency to every worker, for diffusing sound 
principles of social and political action and for furnishing 
intellectual culture to all. 

The back numbers of the periodicals have been placed 
with the library in the church at North Hinsdale for 
circulation. 

The loss sustained by the reading room in the burning 
of the town hall was small, all of the furniture and fixtures

being removed with little damage. The present location 
in the Fisk block is well suited for temporary quarters. It 
is desirable that in the new town hall ample provision may 
be made for our Public Library and Reading Room as one 
institution. 

The recorded attendance for the year ending February 
15, is 6,442. The average daily attendance, 20; average 
Sunday attendance, 8. The largest daily attendance, 86; 
the largest Sunday attendance, 18. The total attendance 
is not known, as numbers avail themselves of the use of 
the room both morning and afternoon of whom no record 
is regularly made. There are on the tables and racks 24 
monthly, 15 weekly and 4 daily publications. Acknowl- 
edgments are due to those who so carefully removed the 
furniture, fixtures, etc., to a place of safety, to the Baptist 
Society for the generous offer of their vestry for tempo- 
rary quarters and for its use until the present quarters 
were ready, to Mrs. C. H. Wood, Rev. W. E. Renshaw, 
Mr. R. A. Clogher, the Y. P. S. C. E., the Home Market 
Club and the publishers of the L. A. W. Bulletin, the N. 
H. Sentinel, the Cheshire Republican, the Vermont 
Phoenix and the Windham County Reformer for publica- 
tions donated. 

The regular annual meeting of the Reading Room 
Association will be held in G. A. R. Hall, Monday even- 
ing, March 19, at 7.30 to hear reports and elect a board 
of control for the ensuing year.

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Statistical Report. 


Parents and Guardians: 


We herewith submit for your consideration the statisti- 
cal report of the schools of this town for the year ending 
August 1, 1899. 

The census of school children was taken in the month of 
April last by E. J. Temple, who was appointed by the 
Board of Education for that purpose, and shows the follow- 
ing facts:— | 

Whole number of children in town between the ages of 
five and sixteen years, 366; boys, 163; girls, 203. The 
number between the ages of ten and sixteen years who 
cannot read and write the English language, one. This 
was a child that had moved into town the month previous. 
The number of children between the ages of five and six- 
teen years who have not attended school during the year, 
25. This item is largely made up of children who have 
arrived at five years of age during the year, and have been 
in our schools since they opened in September last. 

Vocal music has been taught in our village schools the 
present year under the direction of Miss Leach, and there 
_has been a class in drawing in the High school under the 
instruction of our teachers there. In both subjects there 
has been commendable progress. We trust that such 
action will be taken at the annual meeting that both of 
these subjects will be placed permanently in our schools. 

In the High school building there is need of new floors, 
and, in addition to this, the present heating apparatus at 
times seems insufficient to properly heat the building. 
If new floors were laid, and a steam heating apparatus put 
in to heat the building, it would in a large measure do 
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away with the dust and make it possible to keep the build- 
ing cleaner and warmer, lessen the cost of fuel, and gen- 
erally promote the comfort and health of the scholars.

You are hereby notified to meet at G. A. R. Hall in said

ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept and 
adopt the report of the selectmen, auditors and town offi- 
cers. 


‘To choose all other necessary town officers and 
agents for the year ensuing. 

Art. 4. To see how much the town will vote to raise

To see if the town will vote to borrow on the 
credit of the town a sum of five thousand dollars, or as 
much of the sum as may be necessary, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding three and a half per cent, and issue bonds of 
the town payable within twenty years, or at such time or 
times as the town may vote; and that the money so raised 
and received for said bonds is hereby appropriated for the 
purpose of purchasing eleven hundred feet of eight-inch 
iron pipe, with necessary hydrants and fixtures, sufficient 
to lay the same from the hydrant near the Haile & Frost 
boarding house to the plank sidewalk near Leach’s shop; 
and also fifteen hundred feet of six-inch iron pipe, with the 
necessary hydrants and adjuncts, sufficient to lay the same 
from the hydrant near the house of Charles Fletcher to the 
hydrant near the paper mill of G. A. Robertson & Co., all 
of said pipe to be buried six feet deep or below the frost 
line; also to relay all the remaining four-inch pipe below 
the frost line, and to furnish and put in frost hydrants in 
place of the present hydrants; and also to use the old four- 
inch pipe in extending the pipe system for fire protection 
on River street, High street, and Chesterfield road; the 
work to be done under the supervision and direction of the 
board of engineers, who, when the system is com- 
pleted, shall have full charge of same and establish such 
. rules and regulations as they may deem proper, but always 
provided no use shall be made of the system except for fire 
protection and to sprinkle the streets.
